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Esprit  Park 
Land,  Trees: 
Fundraising 
Sale"  Set

Billed  as  "an  old  fashioned  neighbor- 
hood picnic,"  the  fundraiser  scheduled 
for  Sunday.  June  22.  at  Esprit  Park 
promises  to  be  a  festive  affair  with  mus- 
ic, food  and  drink. 

Organized  by  Friends  of  Esprit  Park, 
a  group  formed  nine  months  ago  when  it 
became  clear  that  the  existence  of  the 
urban  oasts  was  in  jeopardy,  the  picnic 
will  offer  pieces  of  the  park  "for  sale." 

The  symbolic  offerings  range  from 
square  foot  segments  of  lawn  for  Si  0  to 
redwood  trees  for  $250.  Other  trees 
will  go  for  $25  to  Si  00,  with  the  proviso 
that  any  tree  containing  a  bird's  nest  is 
subject  to  a  $50  surcharge.  "Deeds"  will 
be  presented  to  "purchasers." 

Food  and  drink  will  really  be  for  sale, 
suppVied  bv  the  Sandwich  Shop,  635-19th 
St..  and  Anchor  Steam  Beer,  and  a  local 
musical  group  will  add  to  the  festivities. 
In  addition,  signed  commemorative  post- 
ers by  renowned  illustrator  and  Potrero 
Hill  reside'tat  Ward  Schumaker  will  be 
on  sale.

Public  Housing  Activists  Armstrong,  Nichols  Picked 
for  Management  Training  with  Housing  Authority

Appointed  as  Acting  Executive  Direc- 
tor of  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Auth- 
ority last  November,  Ron  Davis  has  been 
establishing  a  series  of  changes  within 
the  department.  One  is  the  implement- 
ation of  an  18-month  training  program  in 
which  public  housing  residents  are  given 
the  opportunity  to  become  a  part  of  the 
governing  process  in  their  communities. 

In  February,  at  the  SFHA's  Potrero 
Hill  Apartments,  located  between 
Wisconsin  and  Texas,  23rd  and  25th 
Streets,  on  the  south  side  of  Potrero  Hill, 
Joyce  Armstrong  and  Waymond  Nichols 
were  hired  as  Resident  Property  Manage- 
ment trainees.  Chosen  because  of  their 
activism  in  the  community  —  Armstrong 
having  had  a  long-term  relationship  with 
the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House, 
and  Nichols  a  local  business  owner  —  it 
was  felt  they  could  promote  community 
representation.  "We  were  very  vocal  in 
the  community  (and)  were  trying  to  do 
things  for  residents  that  we  felt  were 
best,"  said  Nichols. 

The  program,  which  runs  for  i8 
months,  prepares  the  trainees  to  become 
property  managers.  They  then  can 
apply  for  positions  within  or  outside  of 
the  Housing  Authority.  As  residents, 
and  with  their  new  skills,  Armstrong 
and  Nichols  will  be  able  to  educate 
others  on  matters  such  as  rental  pro- 
cedures, adherence  to  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, and  the  eviction  process. 


"We  thought  it  was  a  good  decision 
because  it  informs  residents  of  a  lot  of 
things  they  did  not  know,  (and)  gives  us 
a  voice  and  opportunity  to  be  part  of 
the  decision-making  in  how  public  hous- 
ing is  run,  so  that  we  are  treated  fairly," 
Nichols  explained. 

The  Potrero  Hill  Apartments  consist 
of  some  37  buildings  with  close  to  2,000 
residents.  Although  one  section  is 
called  the  Annex  and  another  the  Ter- 
race, it  is  all  one  apartment  complex. 
Pursuant  to  total  household  income, 


rents  range  anywhere  from  $25-5400 
per  month.  Residents  who  were  getting 
AFDC  but  have  secured  jobs  are  permit- 
ted six  months  of  adjustment  before 
their  rent  is  raised.  Nichols  notes  that 
some  people  say, "I  don't  want  to  get  a 
job;  they'll  raise  my  rent.,"  and  adds, 
"Well,  sure,  you  have  to  pay  your  fair 
share,  but  at  the  same  time  they  give 
you  six  months  to  try  to  do  something 
witli  that  money  that  you  haven't 
been  able  to  do." 
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In  the  neighborhood,  there  is  a  great 
deal  of  modernization  in  process: 
sewer  lines  are  under  repair  and  impro- 
vement; buildings  are  being  painted  in 
handsome  colors;  and  several  units 
already  have  new  bathroom  fixtures  and 
tiles.  And  the  majority  of  the  work  is 
performed  by  the  residents  themselves. 
Nichols  beamed,  "If  I  am  out  there  every 
day  fixing  up  the  buildings,  then  maybe 
if  somebody  came  by  and  did  something 
to  them,  I  know  that  I  did  that  work  and 
I  can  tell  them,  'No,  don't  do  that:" 

In  his  opinion,  "You  begin  to  get  an 
investment  and  an  ownership,  and  that's 
something  that  Davis  began  to  see  that 
nobody  else  has  been  able  to  see 
throughout  the  years  that  public  housing 
has  been  here." 

Nichols  and  Armstrong  hope  the 
success  of  the  project  will  dispel  many 
of  the  stereotypes  attributed  to  public 
housing  ~  that  the  majority  of  its  resi- 
dents are  unemployed,  and  that  most 
people  who  move  into  public  housing  will 
never  move  out.  The  news  media  often 
depicts  public  housing  as  crime-ridden 
and  dangerous.  Both  trainees  disagree, 
claiming  they  have  no  more  crime  than 
anywhere  else.  Armstrong  explained, 
"You  can't  expect  us  to  police  the  com- 
munity when  the  people  we  pay  don't 
want  to  do  it."  And,  Nichols  interjected, 
"it  would  be  different,  if  the  police  were 
constantly  here  —  it  worked  in  Virt;inia 
—  the  police  knew  everybody,  and  every- 
body knew  them."

Schools,  Cultural  Centers, 
Zoo  Deserve  Bond  Support 

We  urge  a  "yes"  vote  on  Props.  A,  B  and  C  on  June  3rd.  Although  none  of  the 
tliree  measures  is  without  controversy,  we  believe  thiit  all  of  Ihcm  will  help  ensure 
repairs,  seismic  upgrades  and  necessar  y  expansion  for  some  of  the  city's  very  import- 
ant facilities. 

Questions  about  how  School  Super  intendent  Bill  Ilojas  und  members  of  the  Board  of 
Education  have  allocated  repair  funds  in  tlic  past  do  not  negate  the  stark  reality  of 
schools  badly  in  need  of  maintenance,  seismic  upgrades  and  other  safety  measures. 
These  would  be  provided  through  Prop.  A 

And  although  many  of  us  on  The  View  are  concerned  about  the  city's  growing  cultur- 
al fragmentation  and  the  proliferation  of  identity  politics,  we  also  recognize  tlie  val- 
uable contribution  thai  many  of  the  cily's  cultural  centers  make  to  their  neighbor- 
hoods tFor  an  example,  see  story  on  Page  G  about  the  session  at  the  South  of  Market 
Cultural  Center.)  With  many  artists  losing  space  as  live/work  units  soar  in  price, 
these  centers  are  a  crucial  component  in  keeping  community-based  art  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  Prop.  B  will  help  ensure  their  continuance  and  growth. 

And  although  we  share  concerns  about  the  administration  of  the  San  Francisco  Zoo 
under  the  newly-privatized  arrangement  with  the  San  Francisco  Zoological  Society, 
the  fact  remains  that  many  of  the  animals  are  currently  kept  in  confining  cages  and 
small  enclosures.  We  believe  that  the  zoo  and  its  animals  deserve  the  more  natur-al 
habitat  that  will  be  constructed  if  Prop.  C  passes. 

We  urge  "yes"  votes  on  Props.  A,  B  and  C.

NO  ON  'D'  AND  'F'

Lead  to  No  Confidence 

The  staff  of  The  Potrero  View  urges  our  readers  to  vote  "no"  on  Props.  D  and  F 
June  3.  We  urge  you  to  consider  the  following  points  before  you  vote. 

•  Supporters  of  both  the  stadium  and  related  mega-mall  liave  presented  voters  with 
woefully  incomplete  information.  We  are  being  asked  to  make  major  decisions 
without  any  sort  of  lease  agreement  or  development  agreement. 

•  There  have  been  no  environmental  or  traffic  studies,  and  Prop.  F,  the  land  use 
measure,  would  exempt  the  development  from  current  provisions  for  citizen  in- 
volvement at  various  stages  of  the  project. 

"  Although  many  supporters  raise  the  promise  of  jobs  for  residents  of  Bayview-Hunt- 
ers  Point,  tliere  is  no  legally  binding  guarantee  of  those  jobs  either  in  construction 
or  after  the  mall  is  built.  And  studies  of  other  Mills  mega-malls  indicate  that  pre- 
dictions of  10,000  permanent  jobs  are  -  to  be  charitable  -  vastly  overoptimistic. 
Philadelphia's  Franklin  Mills,  for  example,  with  a  larger  area,  has  just  a  fraction  of 
tliai  number,  and  the  vast  majority  pay  little  more  than  minimum  wage,  with  no 
benefits, 

•  Fr-om  the  beginning,  efforts  in  support  of  Props.  D  and  F  have  been  characterized 
by  an  atmosphere  of  bullying  and  namecalling  -  sapping  ever  further  our  confidence 
in  future  citizen  participation  in  this  effort  by  residents  of  Bayview-Hunters  Point 
and  the  entire  city  -  and  whether  pi-omises  made  now  will  be  carried  out  after 
Election  Day. 

We  agree  that  the  1 1th  hour  agreement  about  a  future  policy  insuring  the  city's 
general  fund  against  bond  liability  (only  an  agreement,  by  the  way,  not  a  policy) 
brings  one  element  of  comfort  to  the  issue.  But  we  also  wonder  if  such  an  insurance 
agreement  would  even  have  been  considered  had  the  polls  not  shown  the  stadium 
trailing  badly. 

'49ers  owner  Eddie  DeBartolo  is  a  multi-millionaire,  and  the  49ers  are  an  immense- 
ly profitable  team.  We  believe  he  can  easily  afford  to  build  a  new  stadium  for  the 
team,  with  private  funds,  as  the  Giants  are  going  to  do.  Instead,  he  wants  us  to  let 
him  gamble  with  the  house's  money  -  in  response  to  his  "take  it  or  leave  it"  threats. 

We  believe  that  economic  development  in  the  Bayview-Hunters  Point  area  is  indeed 
a  good  idea.  And  if  it  is  a  good  idea,  it  should  be  done  right  -  witli  adequate  informa- 
tion, genuine  job  guarantees,  and  full  provisions  for  citizen  participation  that  will 
protect  the  economic  and  environmental  rights  of  the  people  in  that  neight>orhood  and 
throughout  the  city. 

Props.  D  and  F  offer  neither  information  nor  protection.  Tell  them  to  get  it  right 
—  vote  "no."

Opposed  to  the  idea  was  Greg  Marconli^ 
of  the  American  Industrial  Center  (the  old  can  company),  which  lenses  space  to  more 
than  281)  business  tenants  who.  he  feels,  are  more  comfortable  with  a  police  presence 
across  the  j.treot.  Reed  countered  that  the  building  i^  inadequate  for  the  60  male  and 
1 4  female  officers  in  his  station,  has  an  antiquated  heating  system  and  is  too  far 
from  the  center  of  the  district  to  respond  to  calls  in  a  timely  manner. 

SHOWPLACE,  OTHER  GROWTH  QUESTIONED: 

A  proposal  to  develop  1 011,000  square  feet  of  showrooms,  retail  spaces  and  officc-s  at 
!7th  and  De  Haro  Streets  spurred  the  concern  of  neighbors  who  feared  the  continued 
encroachment  of  business.  Likewise,  plans  to  construct  a  multiunit  residential  com- 
plex at  the  long-empty  lot  at  Carolina  and  Southern  Heights  had  neighbors  worried 
about  the  blockage  of  views  and  the  density  of  the  proposed  development.  Major 
controversy  also  greeted  plans  for  a  commercial-residential  project  at  23rd  and  Wis- 
consin Streets.

Fourteen  former  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood 
House  gathered  to  reminisce  as  part  of  the  Nabe's  year-long  celebration  of  its  80th 
year  of  service  to  the  community.

ln^trllme^tal  in  the  revocation  wa^  the 
leMimony  of  witnesse^  who  were  injured 
in  incident.-,  found  to  be  linked  to  Le  Club 
Toiiche  patron*. 

Neither  the  nightclub  owner  nor  the 
building  owner  was  present  at  the  hear- 
ing, although  the  Club  manager.  Lance 
Jo.  and  several  bartenders  were  in  atten- 
dance. Testimony  in  favor  of  the  club 
was  given  only  by  a  security  guard  who 
is  employed  by  Club  Touche  and  the 
neiglibor'ing  Metronome  dance  club.  The 
building  owner's  attorney  also  noted  that 
the  owner  is  suing  for  back  rent  owed  by 
permit  holder  Asia  Khan.  The  owner. 
Barbara  Klein,  intends  to  initiate  evict- 
ion proceedings  if  the  back  rent  is  not 
paid  in  the  near  future. 

The  club  was  recently  used  by  the  Gay 
&  Lesbian  Alliance  Against  Defamation 


(GLAAD)  for  a  group  viewing  of  the 
"coming-out"  episode  of  the  ABC  sitcom 
"Ellen."  and  has  been  offered  to  the  gay 
community  free  of  charge  on  Thursday 
nights,  as  a  positive  gesture.  This  effort, 
however,  was  overshndowcd  by  the  testi- 
mony of  two  witnesses  against  the  opera- 
tion, one  of  whom  is  still  crippled  by  in- 
juries inflicted  by  persons  alleged  to  be 
Club  Touche  patrons. 

The  permit  revocation  was  granted 
"upon  review  of  the  finding  of  facts  and 
the  recommendation  of  the  hearing  offi- 
cer, "and  includes  suspension  of  the  en- 
tertainment permit,  the  cabaret  license, 
the  after-hours  license,  and  the  dance- 
hall  keeper's  license.  These  licenses  are 
to  be  suspended  for  30.  60  and  90  days, 
to  be  served  consecutively,  for  a  total  of 
180  days. 

The  attorney  for  the  nightclub,  how- 
ever, intends  to  "carry  this  one  to  the 
end,"  and  will  appeal  the  revocation. 

Captain  Harper  added  that  the  Police 
Department  is  still  considering  a  lawsuit 
against  the  builder  owner  for  creating  a 
public  nuisance.

Armstrong  and  Nichols  said  that  with 
increased  police  involvement  it  becomes 
a  two-way  street,  in  which  the  police 
have  protection  too.  Residents  who 
begin  to  trust  the  authorities  will  be 
more  likely  to  report  incidents  to  them, 
because  they  care  about  and  desire  to 
preserve  the  safety  and  quiet  enjoyment 
of  their  communities. 

Armstrong  was  quick  to  emphasize 
that  the  deveSopments  should  not  be 
referred  to  as  "projects,"  adding  that 
"a  project  is  something  you  are  working 
on  until  it  is  finished.  There's  a  stigma 
that  goes  with  that  —  it's  been  a  com- 
mon word."  She  believes  public  housing 
is  "simply  a  stepping  stone,  not  a  life  - 
long  crutch." 

Currently  acceptance  into  public  hous- 
ing is  based  upon  income  qualification, 
then  waiting  for  an  available  unit.  How- 
ever, Nichols  maintains,  they  do  not 


want  it  that  way  any  longer.  "We  want 
to  pick  the  best  residents  that  we  want 
to  live  here,  who  we  feel  are  going  to 
help  in  our  community.  We  want 
Potrero  Hill  Apartments  to  be  a  decent, 
clean  and  safe  environment  to  live  in." 

Armstrong  and  Nichols  highly  regard 
Davis,  crediting  him,  in  conjunction  . 
with  Mayor  Willie  Brown,  with  more 
changes  in  the  past  six  months  than  in 
any  of  the  previous  Housing  Authority 
administrations.  Armstrong  exclaimed, 
"I  feel  like  he  is  Moses,  we  are  in  Egypt, 
and  he  has  come  to  set  us  free.!" 

Regarding  betterment  as  a  community 
effort,  Armstrong  proudly  declared,  "We 
want  to  teach  the  importance  of  edu- 
cation along  with  the  other  things  we 
are  doing  —  the  training,  the  caring 
about  your  children,  the  education  — 
these  are  our  goals.  When  you  have 
self-respect,  nobody  is  going  to  disres- 
pect you."

Scliool  Water  Fountains 
Turned  off-  Lead  Hazard

Immediate  ^teps  were  taken  recently 
to  shut  off  water  fountains  at  Daniel 
Webster  Elementary  School  after  water 
from  one  of  the  classroom  fixtures  was 
found  to  contain  lead  levels  above  the 
government's  maximum  standard  for 
drinking  water. 

David  Wong,  the  Principal  of  the  Miss- 
ouri Street  school,  told  the  View  that 
bottled  water  has  been  substituted  for 
the  drinking  fountain  supply  until  the 
problem  can  be  permanently  solved. 

The  Dept.  of  Public  Health  (DPH) 
conducted  a  random  sampling  of  the 
city's  school  district  water  supply  and 
found  that,  among  other  locations 
throughout  the  district,  one  fountain  at 
Daniel  Webster  did  not  meet  government 
standards.  This  problem  is  attributed  to 
the  use  of  lead  solder  in  the  existing 
plumbing. 


Michael  Mach.  a  member  of  the  Citi- 
zen's. Advisory  Committee  for  Childhood 
Lead  Prevention,  explained  that  the 
problem  with  the  plumbing  ha^  been 
known  for  ^,ome  time.  In  the  past.  Mack 
had  advised  the  School  Board  to  install 
a  corrojiion  control  device  in  the  system. 
However,  because  of  cost  factor*,  this 
was  rejected  in  favor  of  a  daily  flushing 
regimen. 

The  DPH  has  now  advised  that  strong- 
er measures  must  be  taken  to  ensure 
that  lead  levels  are  kept  below  govern- 
ment maximums.  They  have  recom- 
mended that  the  flushing  regimen  be  dou- 
bled and  the  current  system  be  replaced 
with  lead-free  fixtures,  it  should  also  be 
noted  that  none  of  the  459  cases  of  lead 
poisoning  reported  in  San  Francisc(^  last 
year  was  found  to  be  caused  by  contam- 
inated water,  but  rather  from  high  lead 
levels  in  soil  or  lead-based  paint  found 
in  many  older  homes  throughout  the  city.

Since  the  park  was  derlnred  "surplus" 
property  by  its  owners,  the  Esprit  Corp.. 
last  year,  the  Friends,  now  numbering 
more  than  11)00,  have  garnered  strong 
support  from  the  community  and  public 
officalsstarting  with  a  Priority  1  status 
for  acquisition  by  the  San  Francisco 
Recreation  and  Park  Department's  Citi- 
zens Advisory  Committee. 

in  addition.  State  Senate  and  Assem- 
bly budget  requests  for  $500,000  each 
have  been  made  by  Senator  John  Burton 
and  Assemblywoman  Carol  Migden.  Al- 
so a  financial  commitment  of  #300,000 
was  made  by  the  City's  Rec  and  Park 
Dept.  towards  acquisition  of  the  park. 
Cost  of  acquisition  is  between  the  city's 
valuation  of  Si. 6  million  and  the  own- 
er's current  asking  price  of  $4  miliion, 
with  a  precise  figure  not  yet  establish- 
ed. 

In  other  developments,  a  City  Resolu- 
tion by  Supervisor  Sue  Bierman  support- 


ing the  acquisition  of  the  park  was  co- 
sponsored  by  the  entire  Board  of  Super- 
visors and  signed  by  the  mayor  on  April  1. 

In  addition,  Esprit  Perk  has  been  added 
to  the  City's  Open  Space  Master  Plan  by 
the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department, 
and  the  Trust  for  Public  Land  is  working 
with  the  Friends  to  negotiate  interim 
site  protection  with  the  current  owners 
of  the  park. 

In  appreciation  of  their  efforts  in  be- 
half of  the  park.  Mayor  Willie  Brown. 
Senator  Burton,  Assemblywoman  Migden 
and  Supervisor  Bierman  were  honored 
May  16  at  the  site  and  presented  with 
signed  posters. 

Esprit  Park,  created  in  1982,  covers 
the  square  block  bounded  by  Minnesota, 
Indiana,  1 9th  and  20th  Streets  and  was 
designed  by  Andrew  Detsch,  ASLA.
